front of the bullets intend- 
ed for Susie.

J OEY Meek had a front row seat to the 
seething rage. 

In the weeks before unholy carnage left 
nine dead in a Charleston, S.C., church. 
Meek reconnected with his old friend, 
Dylann Roof, who revealed his grisly ambi- 
tion: He intended to start a race war with one 
bloody outburst. 

Roof, 21, had quit his job, and was whooping 
it up with lap dances from strippers, bragging 
of “something big” about to happen. 

“At some point Dylann got real drunk, 
looked at me and said, ‘I’m planning some- 
thing big, like the Trayvon Martin case. I’ve 
been planning it for six months now,’” Meek 
told The National ENQUIRER in a bombshell 
world exclusive interview. 

“He told me, ‘The white race is under attack 
by the black race, and no one from the white 
race is brave enough to do anything about it. 
I’m going to be the one to start the race war. 
I’ll be the one who’s brave enough to do what 
needs to be done!”’ 

Terrified that his buddy was going over the 
edge, Meek took Roof’s .45 caliber handgun 
and hid it from him.

But Meek, who is on probation, returned the 
weapon at the urging of his girlfriend, who 
warned him that keeping it could land him in 
trouble.

UNTIL JUST WEEKS before the June 17 
slaughter, Meek said, he hadn’t seen Roof since 
his pal dropped out of ninth grade. 

They reconnected on Facebook, where Roof 
posted photos of himself with the apartheid- 
era flags of South Africa and white-ruled 
Rhodesia. Roof had just quit a job on the land- 
scaping team of Clark’s Termite & Pest Control 
in nearby Irmo, blaming the brutal South Caro- 
lina heat, Meek said. 

The two were soon spending hours together 
at Meek’s yellow trailer at the end of a dusty 
road in Lexington, playing the violent video 
game, “Call of Duty: Black Ops.”

’m the devil!’ 

With those awful words, 
crazed gunman Dylann Roof 
poured out his pent-up rage in a 
chilling secret diary kept on a com- 
puter, a top government source 
told The National ENQUIRER. 

While the 21-year-old hater has 
reportedly confessed his role in 
the church massacre, the source 
said it’s expected his twisted 
journals will help at trial, showing 
premeditation as prosecu- 
tors consider invoking the 
death penalty. 

“Roof clearly wanted 
to explode a race war,” 
the law enforcement 
source told The EN- 
QUIRER. 

“The diary is filled with his 
murderous plans, and desire to 
take part in a ‘Helter Skelter’-type 
revolution against black people! 

“In one sick entry, he writes, ‘I’m 
the devil!’ and ‘kill, kill, kill.’ It is dis- 
gusting, horrible stuff.” 

High school dropout Roof also 
listed links to Internet chat rooms 
and websites appealing to white 
supremacist groups, the Ku Klux 
Klan and various Aryan Nations 
offshoots, the source said. 

“He writes ‘I like’ Nazi dictator 
Adolf Hitler and also Charles Man- 
son - calling them ‘real warriors in 
the fight,”’ the source added. 

The diary also refers to finding 
‘the right places to unleash hell,’

and Roof’s plans to make his way 
north to either New York City or 
Washington, D.C. 

Said the source: “It’s clear that 
he believed after the Charleston 
shootings ‘a race war will defi- 
nitely break out,’ and move up the 
East Coast. 

“In his fantasy. Roof believed 
places like New York City would 
explode in a war between whites 
and blacks. He was absolutely 
mad. 

“He also believed his 
rampage would spur 
i copycat killers to go 
into malls and main 
streets and ‘go crazy.’ 
“He even believed the 
killings would spread 
from the United States to 
other countries, and start a global 
race war. He truly wanted an apoc- 
alypse to happen.” 

Another published report said 
Roof claimed to be “part of a 
‘White Terrorist’ plot,” and pre- 
dicted “more mass murders may 
be imminent.” 

But said the government source: 
“In his twisted mind, Roof may 
have thought he was part of a 
larger conspiracy. But in reality it 
appears he was just a deranged 
loner.”

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he’d say, ‘I’m miserable,’ or, ‘I’m terri- 
ble,”’ Meek told The ENQUIRER. 

“But when he talked about a race war, 
I didn’t take it seriously. That’s the moral 
of my story: If someone says things like 
that, tell someone.” 

Roof was also very bitter about grow- 
ing up in a dysfunctional family. Meek 
revealed. 

Divorce documents obtained by The 
ENQUIRER show his parents, Franklin 
Bennett Roof [right] and Amelia “Amy” 
Cowles Roof, married in Feb. 1988 and 
separated in 1990. They were divorced 
when Dylann was born in 1994. 

In 1998, his father married Paige Mann, 
who sources said was the closest thing 
Roof had to a mother. But during a nasty 
divorce, Paige accused Roof’s father of 
viciously beating her. 

According to Meek, Roof also resented 
his half-sister, 15-year-old Morgan. 

“He said he wished his little sister 
wasn’t the center of his parents’ focus. 
He wanted them to focus on him,” Meek 
told The ENQUIRER. 

MEANWHILE, ROOF began a down- 
ward spiral, ranting about protesters 
burning the American flag, and getting 
the word “dagger” tattooed on his neck, 
Meek said. 



“He used to Google black-on-white 
crime and read all these stories in the 
news,” Meek said. 


Another pal, Dalton Tyler, said Roof be- 
gan talking about starting “a civil war.” 
He also recalled that the two were driv- 
ing when Roof spotted a black woman, 
and said, “I’ll shoot your ass.” Fortunate- 
ly, the two drove on without incident. 

Roof didn’t date, and started getting 


lap dances at the Platinum Plus strip club 
in downtown Columbia. 

A club employee told The ENQUIRER 
that Roof had been there at least three 
times over the past month, and “would 
stare vacantly” at the dancers on stage. 

“It’s scary,” one of the frightened danc- 
ers told The ENQUIRER. “You’re chatting 
up a guy, and he could be planning to kill 
you in the parking lot.” 

ROOF SOMETIMES stayed at his 
father’s home, but on the day of the mas- 
sacre, Meek found him sleeping with a 
pillow in the front seat of his now infa- 
mous black Hyundai. 

“I tried to get him to come with us to 
a lake that day, but he didn’t like the 
outdoors and wanted to see a movie in- 
stead,” said Meek. 

Roof caught a $5.50 matinee of the 
ultra-violent dinosaur blockbuster, “Ju- 
rassic World,” at a local AMC theater, 
said Meek’s 15-year-old brother, Jacob. 

Meek, who was one of the first to call 
authorities after recognizing Roof in a 
surveillance photo from the church, told 
The ENQUIRER: “He was supposed to 
come back that night, but we never saw 
him again.”

OWERFUL anti-addiction 
drugs could have triggered 
Dylann Roof’s deranged 
shooting spree, a top medi- 
cal expert told The National 
ENQUIRER. 

The 21-year-old was reportedly 
taking Suboxone, a narcotic used 
to treat opiate addiction that’s 
been linked with sudden outbursts 
of violence. 

“There’s no question he had an underlying 
psychiatric condition in which there was a 
breakdown in his ability to reason right from 
wrong,” Dr. Stuart Fischer, who has not treat- 
ed Roof, told The ENQUIRER. 

“But the powerful medication he was ap- 
parently prescribed could have helped 
trigger this.” 

Police questioned Roof earlier this year for 
acting suspicious at a mall. Cops found “or- 
ange strips” in his possession that Roof said 
was Suboxone. 


In addition to Suboxone, Roof has 
reportedly also used cocaine, LSD and meth- 
amphetamine. 

Several mass murderers were taking some 
form of an antidepressant or other phar- 
maceutical drug at the time of their attack, 
including Columbine killer Eric Harris, “Dark 
Knight” shooter James Holmes and Sandy 
Hook gunman Adam Lanza.

SUGARLESS GUM WARNING 

We heard sugar-free gum is 
really toxic to dogs. Is it true? 

Yes, some are extremely poi- 
sonous to dogs. The toxic 
ingredient is xylitol, a sugar 


alcohol used as a sweetener in 
products like sugarless gum, 
mints and toothpaste. 

Even small amounts of xylitol 
stimulate insulin secretion from 
the dog’s pancreas, resulting in 
dangerously low blood sugar. 

Larger amounts can lead to 
liver failure. One or two pieces 
can be toxic to a 30-pound 
dog. [So far, there are no re- 
ports of toxicity in cats.] 

Signs of poisoning include 


vomiting, weakness, trembling 
and seizures. If you have a high 
suspicion your dog recently in- 
gested xylitol, vomiting should 
be induced. The easiest way 
is to give several teaspoons of 
hydrogen peroxide by mouth 
- and then call your vet or vet- 
erinary ER clinic immediately.
